The peaches exhibited were of very fine ap- 
pearance, andas faras your committee coula 
judge, with the limit d t'me allowed, of very 
good quality. 

Particular mention of Piquet’s late, Craw: 
ford’s late, White Heath cling, Columbia, Laty 
Palmerston and Princess of Wales should be 
made iu justice to the exhibitor, President 
Berckman’s. The last two named varieties 
being of Mr. Rive’s latest varieties. The Princess 
of Wales is of most excellent quajity and deserv- 
ing of special notice, 

Several very fine specimens named ‘‘Shang- 
hai, belonging to the Chinese cing family. 
Auother specimen shown by the same exhibi- 
tor, A T. Holt, ripens two crops a year., 

Your committee examined about twenty va- 
rieties of grapes, consisting in part of such 
varieties as Concord, salem, Senasqu., lona, 
Delaware, Merrimack, Goethe, Norton's Vir 
giuia, Union Village, Diena, Warre 1, Rogers 2, 
4, 23,25, Diana All well known and tested 
varieties. Perh. ps it would be well to mention 
as a successful grape culture by amatures at 
least the Merrimack and Rogers 19. This grape 
appears to be the most certain of any ot Rogers 
hybrids, tested in Middle Georgia. We would 
also iuvite attention to the Norton’s Virgini’, as 
a hardy vine and most prolific bea er. As a 
wine grape it eyidently deserves special no- 
tice. 

A seedling grape grown and exhibited by 
Sam Hupe, of Atlanta, s thus described: Bunch 
medium: not very compact; berry above medi- 
um round, color greeaish white; flesh dissolv- 
ing, juicy, aad of good flaver; superior to 
Martha; foliage healthy, with strong pul- 
escence and healthy growth. An accidental 
seedling, supp2s d from Concord quality; good, 
very promising. 

There were ou exhibition seyeral varieciies of 
p'uns. Especial attention was called to a seed- 
ling Chickasaw plum, No 3, exhibited by 
President Berckmans, the peculiari y of which 
consisted in its guod, heavy properties as well 
as the time of ripening, which is during sep- 
tember, when other earlier varieties are out of 
the market. Not being fully ripe, the commit 
tee were unable to decide upon its eating quali- 
ties. 


The display of horticultaral and kitchen gar 
den products, while not large, was in point o 
siza and quality very fine.
